LONDON, March 'J3.—By moans ot dila- 


tory tactics the opposition in parlianicnl 
kept tho house in session all Monday night 
and until J :2J p. m.

From ;; o'clock until 0 in tbo 
afternoon a heavy rain provailod, but this 
did not dampen tho ardor of tho pooplo, and 
no dimiuuiion of tbo numbor of porsons in 
tbo streets was obsorvablo. 


Tho sconos duriug tbo evoning wero inag- 


iiiucont boyond description. Tbo ontiro city 
was illuminated, a largo numbor of luminous 
decorations boing costly and unique, aud tbo 
Eky seemed ablazo with rockets and every 
concoivablo spocios of flro works. Tho most 
superb spectacio ot all was exhibited in front 
of tho Acadoruy of Arts, and cousisted of a 
bugo picture, ;OO foot long and sixty foot 
high, depicting some of tbo most interesting 
aud important ovonts of tbo omporor's lifo. 


Princo Bismarck and Cuunt Von lloltko, 


it is said, have received most magnilicont re- 
wards lor their invaluable servicos uo tho 
state, tbo chavaotor'ot w'bicb, however, is as 
yet unknown to tho public and all of tbo 
secretaries of do]iartmonts [ministors of tbo 
empire) bavo booa decorated. 


Tho omporor received a deputation of tho 


imperial household Tuesday evening, and in 
n speech of thanks for their congratulations 
said: "I havo reached thin ago by tho grace 
of God, If tho Lord holps mo and wants mo 
to, I may livo to sco another year."

Tho emperor announced ut tbe im- 


perial reception' bold at tbo palaco in tho 
afternoon tho betrothal of Priuco Honry, 
second son of tho crown princo of Prussia, 
to Princess Jreno of Hesse. After tbe recep- 
tion tbo oruporor and empress attended tho 
family dinnsr given by tht) Crown Prince 
Frederick William at bis palaco. 
Tho fes- 


tivities woro continued to a late hour in tho 
night, tbo people tbrouging tho streets in 
immense numbors and making tho welkin 
rinc; with cheers and patriotic sang?. 


In tbe evening tho emperor and empress 


attended a soiroo in tho ivhito hall oE tho 
royal castle. Tbe empress entered tho hall 
at 0 o'clock, loaning upon tho arin ot hor 
grandsou, and looking much older and foo- 
blor than the omporor. During tho intervals 
between the ontortainmouts,' which consisted 
of tableaux vivant and music, the emperor 
moved about among tho guests, paying his 
respects to tbo ambassadors and diplomats 
and thoir wives, and receiving their congrat- 
ulations.

Kepiiud her guest, "y-ou ought to know tb.it I 
came straight 1'rom America with nails in this 
same condition you think peculiar to Paris- 
ails, for this easily acquired habit is almost 
ns universal an-.ong your ow:i countrywomen 
ind mino as with French ladies.11 


Not only is a costly bos of implements un- 


iccessary but, usually, useless; it is much 
letter to buy a good 1'do and pair of nail scis- 
sors (selecting them yourself that tho steel 
nay L'O without flaws) and a good plain, but 
arge, "buffer-1 or polisher. Each of ihesu. 
ma;' cost seventy-flvo cents, but not more; 
cud n box of nail powder at twenty-five cents 
should last a yuar, if a hnbi t :s made of spend- 
ing tho ten minutes per diem in this manner. 
If you can, let a mauicuro put your nails in 
order at first. If yon cauuot, trim and file 
them yourself, into a pointed or rounded 
shape, as suits your fingers, keeping always a 
line of white nail abovo tbo pink even at tho ' 
corners, or, I sbould say, particularly at tbo 
corners, to prevent liang nails. You must 
spend a long hour this fust time, carefully 
loosening all tho little folds of skin that sur- 
roimd tho nails, and cb'ppinj; anil cutting 
awny shreds o£ si;in that grow callous. 


After Uihi, when at your toilet next morn- 


ing, in washing tho bands iiso warm water 
and a brush for tho nails; scrub bard, and in 
drying run thoselvazoedgo oC tho towi!l under 
tho nrJI to clean it. Iho value o£ this last 
suggestion is incsUu-.able. Then clean again 
with tho steel point of tho file, imd before tho 
noil has become dry and harsh passlhosharp, 
keen edge of tho Ilia ouo o:- twice over tbo 
top, thus cutting away a thin shaving every 
morning mal so keeping constantly tbo do- 
sired length antl shape without a weekly cut- 
ting. Then slip tho point of a fl!o (or an 
ivory instrument which con-.es for this pur- 
pose) under the fold of skin. Polish on tho 
sof t pare of hand while, miming down stall's. 


POLISH TnonoucuLv. 


During tbo day polish thoroughly ivith 


buffer— using powder occasionally only— and 
this is tiio time to clip o.T any hang nails or 
callous places with the scissors, and to ro- 
movoluoso »craps of skin about tho lower 
part of tbo nail. 
Remove every trace of 


powiler by a good scrubbing with Iho nail 
brush. 
Before retiring, after -washing the 


hands, polish the nails quickly. 
This is 


enough to keep tho nails in perfect order, 
but emery paper and liquid to prevent 
brittleness arc nice additions to tho toiM 
table. 


JJover scrawe the nails in anyway, either 


iiusido or ontide, and never clean them with 
a shall) knife. 


It will not bo mnl apropos, hero and now, 


to_ speak of tbo care of tbe hands themselves. 
We who must uso the hard water of our great 
lakes ir.v.st givo more thought and attention 
toUiistuan any other women; but the uso 
of washes and unguents for softening and 
whitening tho skin, though somo of them are 
pleasant and agreeable, is as unnecessary as 
tho much talked of oatmeal mittens. Fancy 
sleeping with one's hands incased in boxing 
gloves! 


Do not buy cheap soop ar.d do not use now 


soap. 
Old soup of good quality will last 


twice us long ns tbo now and cheap, and will 
savo many a box of vaseline or bottlo of 
glycerine. Tho poorarticlo is sure to roughen 
and cbafen the skin so that tbo uso of an oil 
is iiecessaiy. A bottlo of ommouia, a box of 
borax, a bottlo ot vaseline, a box oC Jlueiy 
powdored oatmeal, n smooth puniico stono 
and a stiff nail brush should stand besido tko 
soap dish on ovcry "-ashstand, With tbe am- 
monia and borax to soften tho .water, tho oat- 
meal to whiten tho skin (by occasionally 
shaking a handful into tho water ono uses), 
tbo vnsolino to apply, in small quantity, 
when somo chanco has chapped tho bands, 
tho pumice stono to romovo callous spot-s| 
ncculo pricks or dirt ground in— by cleaning 
tho family machine, for instance— and the 
nail brush for a good, final scrub, no woman 
need bavo red, rough or bard hands, nor 
noedsho spend all her allowance on costly 
washes,
